Nkw ORLSAm, Ifaroh 14.-1110 rfrer 
here at 8 a. m. waa sixteen and thr«e- 
tentbs feet; at 2:4^ it wao reix>rt('d hy the 
harbor station at sixteen fevt nine 
inohea. and at 8:50 thej reported the 
water at sevantoaa foot, but it remained 
at that point bat a siiork while, when 
it n>w(li (l to sixtPfn feet eight Inohes, 
where it st* ined to make a stand. Thia 
waa aix in lies above the record of other 
years, and the water went over the 
levees all along the oitf front, in every 
depression or low plaoe, and so flooded 
the streets and sidewalks of a Inrge sec- 
tion of tlie city. 

Uptown, at the Itead of Jarkson, 
Wawiin^ton and Sarapara 8tn>et8. the 
waves washed over the levee and sub- 
merged ttie streets and sidewalks: the 
same tiling occurred at other points 
down to Poydras street Here the water 
spread out over the broad space occupied 
by the Morgan road, filled up the low 
places, and then began to flow down 
Poydras street and out into the cross 
streets on either side covering the side- 
walks on Poydras street as far as St. 
Charles street, and tilling the gutters 
back to the drainage canals in the rear 
of the city. 

On (Jrovcr street the water flowoJ 
fret'ly, coinijii'tely covorini^ Ihr Hin-i't in 
places. At the head of t "aiial strcot the 
waver was running over tlu- Ifvi'c but 
very little, but from Custom H()ii«e 
street to C'oiUi the wat-er came over the 
levee.s f iu»!ly and completely submerged 
tile Ktr^etM. and in many places the side- 
walks and lower floors of business 
houses. 1- roni the north side of Canal 
to iiospital street, a diKtanoe oJ fourteen 
blocks from the river lo l{atn]>ert street, 
a dig tan oe of eiglit blo<:kB, the water 
flows off in the gutters of street drains 
to the drainage oanaLs in the rear of the 
ci^. 

Below Elysian Fields street the water 
is passing over tbe levee in many places. 
Ob the north side of Canal street the 
aidewalk in front of the Toaro bnildinga 
wss overljowed. HlJi^ jewelry store 
wss invaded hj the water, and other 
business places suffered in like manner. 
TIte dainag<e done so far is not great. 
The greaaU ttamoj^e was that unstained 
by merchants who iiad sugar stored in 
the old bonded ware taonse on Old Levee 
street. 

At tt:30 p. m. the guage at the head of 
(^nal street was sixteen and eiKht-tenths 
fet't, Khowing that the river has re- 
mained about stationary since a p. m. 

Tlus o\'«rtlow seems to have taken the 
people by surprise, though ail who liad 
Dusiness on the levee made preparations 
for it to the extent of removing their 
goods to safe quarters. 

Binoe yeeterday evening the levees 
across the river have bosB In danger, 
and the water is onming over from the 
line of the liavis Crevasse above the 
oity to tbe lower line, a distance of 
some fifteen miles. In many instances 
the water flows baofc tor im aquares. 
Large foeoes bavd been at woHc raising 
the levee with sacks filled with earth. 

The Southern and Crecent OU mills 
were being washed imder by the water, 
and the floors were torn away and em- 
bankniftitfc ImiH unilcriioath. 

A bnuU ill Hatch I'lacc n oar Har- 
vey's caiwU only rcaclii d a width 
of four feet wlicn it wa-s iliM()Vi re*i and 
prom[illy cliisctl. It iw still a dangerous 
spot as th" It've,' very wt-ak thi-re. The 
levoi* at .Sharp's Place, live luiles above 
Ciretna. whcro there was a serious 
crevasse bome years ago, is again creat- 
ing an.\.iety, as it shows signs of weak- 
ness iiiui a lai'gt' force of men aie at 
work tt) sireugihen it. 

A cuual om|.ties into the river just 
above tlie city limits on the right bank, 
and is the avenuM by whioh boats reach 
Bayou l^artaria, and the oyster and fish- 
ing grounds below, 'ilie water has 
reached the top of the locks, and they 
will not be opened any more for the pres- 
ent as tbe lettiog lb of tbe river ought 
lead to damaging results. , 

From the e'anal stn^et ferry to tbe 
Morgan railway depot the principal por- 
tion of Algiers, a distance of thiee- 
ijuarlcra of a mile, the situation at one 
time was very tlireatening. About noon 
tbe water commenced wiishing over the 
levet' along its whole leugtii, and in a 
short Hpa<'e of time the entiie front and 
the sU-eet for ten blocks back were 
HtKMled. Vardinaster .MaiJiiiie. of tlu; 
^U)i>;ati rail\\a\'. ami the city forces 
went to Work at once, and in four hourii 
threw lip an entire new levcv. That 
BtopjM'd tlo.»' t*'iiiporarily, but tlw 
wuit i- w a^ already knee deeo on the front 
street. The Southern Paoino and Texas 
Faoiflc railway tracks are tmth across 
the river, but travel is still uninter- 
rupted, owing to the good work done. 

Just below Algiers is the Orleans 
leree wbiob oommands a large section 
of oountry. A new levee was oonstruot- 
ed only a few days ago, bat tbe river 
has been climbing up and the warning 
signal has been again given. The water 
is six inohes deep over the levee's crest. 
Men and material were promptly fur- 
nished, and a gallant effort M being 
made to stay the flood. 

The sv\ t II caused by the o<can steam- 
ers ^ellllll>Iy iiiLeiferi'd with the work at 
th(> li'Vci',> .-.cveral ilays ago wiushing 
some of the new work out into the road,

Tlie Floods in .4rkanaaa. 

Memphis, Tenn., March 14.— Details of 
the flood in ArkauiHUi are voiy m eagre. 
At BatesviUe tbe White river roee thir- 
ty-two feet in twenty-foar hours, flood- 
ing all the lower part of the town. Tbe 
depot and freiglit houses of tbe Iron 
Mountain railixtad are two feet imder 
water. The water stands six feet deep 
in the hotels and business places at 
Black Rock, and the destruction to 
property will l>e heavy. No trains have 
reached NewiK)rt since Tuesday, and 
orders have been given to remove all 
cars from the Iron MounUiin yards. 

A telegram from Little Itock says the 
news from tbe interior towns is that all 
the streams are high and a number of 
bridge* have been washed away. No 
trains have turived there from Fort 
Smith since Monday, aud ail roads are 
badly delayed. At Pine Bluff the Ar- 
kansas river is rising rapidly, and tiiere 
is danger of tbe fovecBMaBt dykee be- 
ing destroyed. The MliatioB between 
tliat poiat and the Wmimipfk river is 
reported to be alarmins. 

Tha Flood la Miaaoarl. 

Poplar Blcff, Mo., March 14.— The 
floods are beooming greater. Rain fell 
ag^in last night and the river is a great 
moving lake milee wide. No trains ar- 
rived from the north and three from the 
south are laid up here. A large county 
bridge jicrosrt a lira'ich of Black river, 
one mile from this city, was washed 
away yesterday. Another in course of 
construction is also said to have give 
out from furtlier up the river. Word has 
come in from teveral places where peo- 
ple are driven to house tops and are in 
great danger. The rain has ceased but 
the weather is tbreateoing. 

A Creek Klght Miles Wide. 

' Simpson, IU.. March 14.— All streams 
from Carbondale to Paducah, Ky., are 
miles and miles out of tbeir banks. Crab 
Orchard creek, above here, Iseight milee 
wide, while Big Bay oovers a territory 
hardly short at ten milee wide. Four 
trains are waterbound bare and oannot 
turn a wheel untD the waters sabside 
and all bridges are repaired. Tbe loss to 
the railroad company and farmers will 
be thousands of dollars. 

The Oliio beiow here, and near Metrop- 
olis, is on a wild tear» 

Railroad TraSa Snspandad. 

M\RfON, 111., March 14.— Overflow of 

the streams in this vicinity Ita.s caused a 
suspension of railroad tratlic kvtween 
Marion and St. ly)ui.s in one direction 
and I'aducah in the other, while great 
damai^e has been done by lib» flooding of 

farm lands. 

The crevasse in tht> levee above .Ar- 
kansas City is 400 feet wide, and the 
city Is likely to be overflowed. 

A Hrealc in the White Rlv«r. 
a)iJ Miii's, Ind., March 14.— At 7 a. ra. 
vesterday White river at ^this point 
broke over a levee that for tbirty years 
has stfxKl the i>resHure of the stream, 
com[)h-tely submewing forty acres of 
growing wheat, and onanging the cur- 
rent of the stream, running tbroujgb this 
fine body of hind at a damage or |6,000 
to Joiiab fieaty. a farmer.

DAVK.NPOKT, Iowa, March 14.— The lit- 
tle town of l^rown, a station on the 
Chicat^o, Milwaukee and Sc. l^aul rail- 
road, in Clinton county, was the scene 
of a tragedy yesterday. Henry Nurre, a 
wealthy farmer, was found murdered in 
his home, and his wife fatally wounded. 
A rewaid of |l,OUU is offered for th( 
murderers, as to whom there is nc 
olew.

WiAHlNGTON, March 14.— The senate 
y e s t erd a y amended and passed two 
honee bilk for btidgee aoroai tbe Mto- 

souri river at Pi'.mi, S. Dak., and across 
the Columbia river, between Washing- 
ton and Oregon. 

Senate bills for public building were 
as follows: Stockton, Cal,, SS.'i.OOO; 
Mammoth Hot Springs, in the Yellow- 
stone National park, $10,000; I'awtucket, 
R. I., $100,000; Woonsocket, R L, 
$100,000; Hudson. N. Y., $100,000; Vir- 
glnia dty, Nov., $7S,000; Hastings. Neb., 
$150,000; The Dalles, Ore., $100,000; 
Salem, Matis., ^100,000; Stillwater, 
Minn., $10(i,<MK): Reno. Nev., .«>T.j,0O0. 

Mr. Eiistis referred to ty.n statements 
made by Mr. IUmiv \\'edri> sday in refer- 
ence to the southern stall's, one tliat in 
tlio state of lx>uisiana aud in some other 
states there were laws which made it a 
penal offense for a white man to associ- 
ate on terms of equality with a black 
man. He asserted that there was not 
the slightest foundation for such a state- 
ment. The other statement of Mr. Hoar 
was to the effect tliat (hei% was another 
law in Louisiana which provided for the 
sale of colored men for a certain time, 
out of work, and that the former mas- 
ter should have the jin/fen iice in the 
pun base. Hi' asked .Mr. Hoar whether 
he could tind any such law on the stat- 
utes books of Louisiana. 

He I.Mr, l.u.^tisi knew that the criti- 
cism Was diri'cted against the Demo- 
cratic legislature of lx>uibiana of KSii'J- 
6<, but ho had nv.ver heard a liepubli- 
can senator criticise the infamous laws 
enacted in liouisiaua by Republican 
legislature. There was no such law 
however, as that which Mr. Hoar had re- 
ferred to, and any pretense that there 
was only illustrated with what reckless- 
ness and destitutioii of sense of respon- 
sibili^ Bepublicaa gMiatOM qwke of 
southern affalm. 

Mr. Hoar said he had erred about 
Looisiana, bat a law of this character 
ezlBted in Mississippi. 

Hm educational bill was taken up at 2 
o'clock and Mr. bLiir addressed the sen- 
ate. At the conclusion of his remarks, 
Mr. QUI endeavored to introduce a pre- 
amble and resolution regarding the nom- 
im es U> ceriain Federal ofhces in Flor- 
ida, but Mr. C^handler made the point 
that they referred to executive matters. 

Mr. Hoar resumed the discussion of 
the laws of southern states relating Uf 
southern p(K>ple. Had it not been for the 
objectionable laws passed by some of tlie 
southern states, he said, the government 
of ttioae stales would have b^n remand- 
ed in 1805 to those who govembd before 
the war. 

Mr. Sherman aeked Mr. Eustis wheth- 
er he did not know that the fifteenth 
amendment never would have been pro- 
posed bat for tfie faot that laws of 
the sonthem states were depriving the 
negro of bis rights of cttiaenship. Mr. 
Eutia assertea tbat all reoonstniotien 
measurss and oonstkutional amend- 
ments were adopted by tbe Republican 
party with the object of Africanizing 
the south and niaiulaining politieal su- 
prenuu-y. and this he characterized as 
the •'greaf<'Ht crbne ever committed 
against ci\ ili/ed communities." 

Mr. Sherman then miule a long speech 
in favtir of reconstruction measures, and 
was ably replied to by iSenator Hutler. 

When Mr. Butler finished hii^ speech 
the senate went int4) exeottttvo atwion, 
and at a:! ) adjourned.

It is also Btatad that a batUe has al- 
readj takto plaoa In the streets of 
Hnanta, and manj on both sides were 
killed, among them being the ohiefk of 
both parties in the town mentkmed, 
namely, Senor Lasona, deputy of con- 
gress and head of tha revoiution, and 
Dr. Urbina, chief of the Rosas party. 
Tlie prefect of Ayacucho informed the 
f;overnnit nt of the fight, and the lend- 
ers of tiic p.n tii.s c III I II held resjion- 
silde. I .uckily no otlier part of Mie re- 
|iillilir is hil!iil;irly (li>;i(rcct- 

ed, the general feelint; bein;.^ that the 
time lia.-. iiass. il to resort tn suoh OX* 
trenie ami turbulent nnvisnrcs. 

Another afx-ount K'^'c.-. tlie fnllow ip)> 
details of the lliianta (ij^lit : I >r. Urliina, 
having seen five nienihers of iii ; family 
fall at his side duriii>; the ei;,'lit hours of 
the conit)at. li-t't with the reniainiiif; 
members to sei-k refugo at the Matriz 
church There he found a number of 
women, children and old people. The 
priest before the horrible tragedy took 
place, exhorted the Indians to dasist in 
the name of -humanity from their horri- 
blamodeof procedure, but whan the 
Indians are drunk thej are most furious 
and are incapable of reasoning. 

As they drpw near the church, threat- 
ening to burn it, Dr. Urbina. under ter- 
rible emotion, knowini^ that he had been 
the only eauHe for such action on the 
part of lh(> Indians, and wishing to save 
the lives of the many iimoceiit jvi-sons 
that had t.iketi refuse in i n.' cliun h. re- 
solved without losiu)^' tiMie to sacrifice 
himself and terminate the anguish of 
Lis friends. 

L«^aving the cliurch he addressed his 
enemies in tho following strain: "1 am 
Urbina whom you are looiciii>r for. Kill 
me if you like, but tlie persons in the 
church are not my aooomplices. Do 
not injure them." 

The priest to wtiom he announced his 
datemunation, gave him his benedic- 
tion, and accompanied liim to the door 
ot tna ohuroh, opening tha wicket and 
biddmg him gooa-bya, sobbing aa ba did 
ao. This priest Intended to return and 
close the ohuroh, but as he arrived at the 
porch he became deprived of reason. 

A few momenta afterward, as we 
passed the Plaza d > Huanta, the head of 
this victim of the iniplacible hatred and 
barbarity of his countrymen was to 1j« 
seen at a distance. TIih guerrillas, in 
their drunken fury, not l>eing satis tied 
with the murder of Dr. I'rbina, contin 
ued to slaughter the inhabitants, and to 
sack and burn the town for many houra 
afterward. Over one hundred lives were 
sacriticed to the old rancor exittting be- 
twaen the families of Lazoua and Ur-
